Fhon onghtefſt to know this one thing chiefly, that the, ead- 
ful Almighty God is King ofthe whole earth, and Lord of the 
Heavens alſo, with whom all nations are bat as the duſt of the 
ballance, and drop ofa bucket, who meaſureth the Heavens as 
with a ſpan, and holdeth the earth and the ſeas in the hollow of 
his hand, heis infinite in his Decrees, and his wayes paſt finding 
out 3 he hath overturned many Princes by his power, and over- 
thrown Kings by his might, and made many-nations heaps of de- 
ſolation, and laid the pleaſant places waſte;foraſmuch as the Lord 
of Hoſts is jealous of his glory, which many have turned into 
contemPpt,even as the proud and lofty in heart have ſaid,[s there 
a God over us,that we ſhould fear ro execute our wills upon a= 
ny ? Andſo have turned equity backward, and have not had re- 
ogard unto the Commandementsof God, and have fruſtrated his 
Law,and caft his holy Precepts behind their backs;and have de- 
voured the man of low degree, and opprefled the fatherleſſe 
and the widow, and have not had regard to the ſtranger which 
hath viſited themin loving kindneſs, but rather, have fought to 
ſwallow up the innocent in his fimplieity, wich-cheir horrid a- 
bominable cruelty.. 

Andin this the glory of the Lord hath been defaced, and is 
defaced by all that walk in che crookedneſs of the imaginations 
of their own hearts,ftrengthning themſelves in their own wayes, 
making Fences for their ſafegard in iniquity, and Bulwarks for 
cheir ftrengch in,unrighteouſneſs, and yet calls upon the name of 
the Lord, as if God had regard unto the cryes of the wicked, who 
will puniſh the ſinner.in- Zion,and reward the evil-worker in 
Jeruſalem. 

And therfore all nations ought to be awakened leſt the ſons of 
men are cut off. in the corruption of their wayes. And thou 
above all Princes and Kings, as the greateſt in all parts of 
the earth, oughteſt to (ſhine forth as the brightneſs of the Sun 
at noon day, and as thechiefeſt of all nations in example of 
righteouſneſs, and purity of heart, which will crown thee with 
everlaſting honour, far exceedingthe honours of the Kingdoms 


of men, .and cauſe thy name never to be forgotten from gene» 


ration co generation, for ever, to be remembred afcer thee by 


all che Lords people, and ſervants of the living God ; that thy 
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*>=- ſound alſo may ſtrike a dread through all the dead Worſhippers 

* © of Images inal lquarters of fhe whole world; and then it will 
cometo paſs, that many will rand amazed at the excellency of 
thybeauty and renown,and thoſe that hate thee ſhall be cormen- 
tedbecaule of thee, and gnaſh their teevh at thy proſperity,and 
lie down in reſtlefſe pangs of perplexity. | 
' And therefore for the glory ofthe Almighty Gods ſake, and 
that with it thou mayeſt be eſtabliſhed,and a holy ſeed after thee 
in perpetuall praiſe. 

Ariſe and ttand up, and ſhine forth in the excellency of meek- 
nefſe,and in the humbleneſlſe,& patience,and forbearance of thy 
heart, and in this moſt noble and excellent underſtanding, «nd 
choiceft wiſdome, liflen for a ſeaton, and incline thine ear in due 
time to that in thee which is not of the Kingdomes of men; and 
behold from the Lord God, I ſhew thee the coming of the Pro- 
phet in a Parable. 

: Like as the glory of the Sun ariſing in the Eaſt in mighty ir- 
refiftable power, diſperſing and ſending all the black clouds be- 
ond the appearance of the Weſt, where place cannot hide their ; 
lackneſs, as the Sun follows 1n his glorious flaming courſe, mas 
king all to paſs a way as in ſhame and great fear. 

Oh what can ftand before the brightneſſe ofthe DAY ? is not 
all the firſt in a tottering frame when the glory of the moſt high 
breaks forth ? Men of ftrength may wonderfully ſtrive, and men 
of prudence dive deeply, but no manis hid from the day. 

Neither knoweth he the wiſdome of the :yhole World from 

"» whence the breath of the wind cometh, and out of what it | 

breaketh. | | 
No man hath deſcended into the deep tocount the Cands hid 

with the waters of the Ocean. Who then can fathome wiſdom | 

to underſtand that which the natural never ſaw nor thought of? | 
Under this I conclude the whole world; All fleſh hath corrup= | 

tedit's way before the Lord, and the wiſdome of the firſt man 

Adam 18 not regained; foraimuch asthe reftauration hath been 

hid from ages, which unco the deſolaceis cendered, that a broken 

wall may not remain without repair in a whole Nation, 
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And behold it is coming, it is coming, and with bleſſing thou 
wilt be bleſſed, and the ſeed of the whole Dominion, if thou ſtop 
not the courſe of blefling from thine own head. 

Many generations before thee would have rejoiced to have ſeen 
this day which is coming towards thee of good things ; if thou 
hearken to God, and deſpiteſt not the Melsengers and Miniſters . 
of his word, but liſteneſt with open ear ro inftru&ion, that chou 
mayeſt be ettabliſhed for ever, the Throne of righteouſnefs ro be 
the Lords, and thou the inſtrument in the Lords hand, where- 
by Iuftice, Mercy and Peace may be eſtabliſhed, and this know 
thee, Thac the Lord God of Heaven aad Earth, whoſe dreadrea- 
cheth unto the ends of all Dominions of the earth, Fehovah the 
Lord of Hoits. is his Name, can work without thee and beyond 
thee,and over the heads cf all powers, who can change all hearts 
and affe&ions in a moment,and in the twinckling ofan eye; and 
make all affe&ted onely wich his own glory ; bur my God is the _ 
unſpeakable Fountain of merey, and long ſuffering, who is riſen - 
to prove and try many people,and behold he layes this work;and 
is laying it now atthy gates, & one that loves thy ſoul is ſent un» 
to thee,that canot flarter thee, but ſpeaks the fimpliciry of truth - 
unto thee, and not his own words, asa lying divination. 

But this is truth from him that dwelleth wich the truth, God 
is light, andin « 'm is no darknetfs at all, who is ariſen to try thee 
that thou may be proved, whether in the pure tender love thou 
tingly ſtandeit,or in the obftinacy reſteſt, as one fate down in a 
Chair of carvea ſtone. | : 

ſay, Thus is the Lord God ariſentotry thee,evenas he is com- 
ing to make true proof of thy wayes, and to know therein whe- 
ther thou art able to bear and endure , and paſs a tryall of thy 
wayes,in which the Lord who regardeth onely an humbleheart 
will altogether fifr thee as unco the bottome, and provethee, 
whether chou Randeft as the holy Fathers and Kings did in the 
dayes of old, as David, who with an humble heart received the 
reproofand judgement of Nathan, and many more, who were 
Precious patterns unto thee, and Examples before thee. . 
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May Ibe blamed inall this ? doch not Wiſdome belong to the 


” mighty, and doth not counſel become the Kings Court,and un- 


derſtanding the chiefeſt pallaces? and hath God bleſsed me with 
_ his word,and ſhewed-me his wonders which are coming to paſs, 

and can I hide them from the King? Hath God pur underitan- 
ding in my heart, to underftand the deep things which have 
been hid from ages, and ſhall I darken and make void the bleſ- 
ſing with filence? Hath God ſhewed me the bleſſings of a peo- 
Ple, and the curſe of a Nation,and ſhall I bury this in the womb 
ef obſcurity,and not publiſh the revelation ofGod,8& ſo through 
2.Careleſs heart come tobe numbred among the curſed for ever? 

Nay, nay, lec all men ſhoot at me with cheir arrows, let their 
{word touch me, and let death compaſs me on every hand, rather 
.than mine Inheritance of bleſling [may looſe from the hand of 
the Lord, and peace to my conſcience for ever. 

And verily in this I know the hazard of much, whileft inall 
Lſeek but the ſalvation of ſouls, and that thou with many mayeſt 
cometothe receiving of the immortall Treaſure of Wiſdome; 
and can the ſpirits of men take offence at me in this thing? Can 

otI try the choiceſt in their wayes,as plainly as the greateſt A- 
Poſtates who have loſt the ftate of Manhood, in whom brutiſh- 
nefs.is ſeated, and violence, as the chief Governor of the bodies 
- of people? who have loſt the firſt ear that could hegr through the 
degeneration of him that begat them, and mankind ſpringing 
from the ſame Root of Adams polluted nature? Yea without a 
a Parable may I not plainly prove all Nations that tumbles, the 
honeſt part of = inquiry ? and cannot I reach unto Rome, Pope, 
and over the darkneſs and ſottiſhneſs of all people? who blindly 
will ſpeak and queſtion things asto matter of evil conſequences, 
calling them ſoin their inquiries, before they come to ſee the 
ſubſtance of the good which cometh only from God, and there- 
by in perverſe ignorance callsthe good evil,and are ſetters up of 
evil for good. 

Should the love of God extend beyond meaſure, & compaſ- 
fion reach over a Nationgto touch idolatry with a tender viſitas 
tion of putting a people upon enquiry, before wrath as an over= 
flowing Flood doth overwhelm; and if the people of that Nati- 

on 
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om ſhould riſe up againſt che ſervant in thadwork, and flay him - 7» 
that the Maſter ſentz would nor ſuch a —_ plainly appear ro. © 
\be fallen below the ſpiritsof men? yea far ; 


clow a beaftly parc 
which are naturally out of the ſence of rewarding their kind, 


ſo unſpeakably full of evil, and wickedly. 
Many ſuch things came to paſs through the cruelty of the un- 


godly, forwhich cauſe God overturned,and utterly overthrow- 


ed the places of great renown, and made beautiful Palaces'a 
howling Wildernefſe,when in ages paſt their iniquities, Whore- 
domes aud Murders were filled up. | 

But this I ſhew as to what hatch been chiefly; now that which is 
eo be, I write. | 

I cannot run from che Porch of wiſdoms Gates, or fly from 
the door of her Houſe; foraſmuch 2sT would ſhew the greateſt 
among men the entrance into her habication ,that that onely 
beautifull habitation may be known to be the Kings Pallace, 
where Infamy ſhall never touch the Head of his Dignity. 

And here 18 Wiſdome for the Emperor,to know chebireth of 
the Imortall Seedin him; to know ſomething of God broughe 
forth unto Majeſty and Dominion in him, which forall rule the Na- 
tions as with a rod of Iron. 

Many parables might my life utter, and ſeal up the Myſtrie in 


hidden fentences , and leave the ſons of men in che ſame obſcu- 


rity, groveling as in the night-feaſon, and groping as in a black 
Dungeon ,and after weariſomwe times tolye down in ſorrows, 
and neverable to' come to know thelight of the Day of God, 
which is more clear then Criftal, and the Wiſdome ſpringing 
from it, which is more excellent ehen Rnbies, and more refined 
and precious, then pure Gold, which isthe defence of Armies, 
and ftrength of Nations, 

Oh how mighe the aged ſolace themſelves in the meditation 
thereof? and the yonng men take pleaſure in the exerciſe ofthe 
infinite vertue which is hid therein? which maketh all ſhine as a 
Diadem, yet hideth the comely parts from the eye of the vulte- 
rous,thas the unclean may not fee the face of the King : ſothas 
che prudent ins purelife can only draw nigh in the preſence of 
wiſdome,to ftand juſtified in che Kings Court. 
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'Oh thar the greateſt among men in anthority did: but ſee my 
: affetion to the leaſt in the Land ! Oh that mine hand mighc 
touch his head: that he might ſuck of the Breaſts of my Mother 
which bare me, that he mighr drink and live for ever,and have a 
dwelling-place over death,to ſee the powers thereof ſwallowed 
up into: Victory ! : . 

Had I began my meditation inthe dawning ofthe day, and 
written: ſince the timely fun-rifing,and-continned to the hour of 
this ſeaſon; yea, could I have pondered fince : he hour of my 
conception, and meditated in the- Chambers of the Womb, and 
written ſince the hour of my birth, yet couJd not I ſpeak of that 
which is, as it is, nor that which is to com: in the infinite fulneſs 
Sit is ready to break forth. 

I may cry wiſdom in the ſtreets, and ſpread forth mine arms 
in the gates, and open my mouth in the pleaſant Fields, and 
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Return O ye ſons of men, retura to the Lord God, whom the whole 
world hath forſaken, and gone a whoring \after other gods, and ſought 
ſtrange things, and planted themſelves Trees in @ wilderneſs, but behold, 
the ſruits thereof the Lord hath no regard unto; for how is it that the ſons 
of men are calling upon God with their mouth, whilſt they profane his 
boly Name in their hearts. : 

God heareth ' not the prayers of the ungodly, and their cry in- their 
early ſeafon is but as the barking of a dogge at midnight, aud but as the 
Skreech of a devouring beaſt ſeeking his prey-in his wandering courſe at 
evening in the wilderneſs, 

Verily I lay untoall mankind upon the Face ofthe Earth, 
God is wearied, yea the Lord God 1s burdened, and his ſoul is la- 
den with. the {acritice of the unclean; yea how can it be declared 
in this generation how the Lord hatch waited for many genera- 


tions to be gracious unto the ſons of men 3; burttheir iniquities- 


have turned aſide his bleſſing ; for thus it- hath been even over 
the face ofthe whole Earth , the ſons of menin all their wayes 
have ſpoken of Gods worſhip, © and have worſhipped, jn this 
place,and upon that Mountain, and. in this Form, and in atio- 
ther Adminiſtration ſo called; but as ſoon almoſt as they are re- 
moved from their ſeats in their Temples made with hands, where 


they were. worſhipping the. works of their. own hands, and 
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che imaginations of their hearts, chey turn intolewdn eſs, and X 2A 


lying, and (wearing ,and whoredom, and drunkenneſs, and rob- ' 

bery,and envy, and hatred, and murder,and ſcofting, and (cor- 

ning, and into the luft of uncleanneſs, and their ſacrifice the 

Lord God requires not, until chey have waſhed their handsof 

blood,and their hearts of iniquity, and their whole body of the 
ollution of their Life. 

Andlo I ſhew this unto the ]J EW $ ofall ſorts, that the Tews 
alſo may come to be converted, and come co know the healing; 
They muſt all come toche cleanfiug of che heart by blood, and 
the purifying of their conlciences by the blood of ſprinkling; 
which is not uſed(in this the mighty day of God, which is dawn- 
ed) as an Ordinance of 4 carnal Commandment,but is come, and 
coming, as the ſubſtance of the eternal Decree of God concer- 
ning the redemption from all the former, and reſjauration unto 
the firſt , and as the fulfilling of the promiſe of an endleſs 
life. 
And therefore be awakened all yethat have ſlumbered,and are 
ſlambering in che night of your Fathers, who were in che re- 
bellion againſt God, notwithſtanding they had the Law 
and the Precepts of God, even as from the mouth of God: 
Oh how did your Fathers the Jewes rebel and tempt the Lord 
God, although his mercies unto them were the greateſt ! Yea, [ 
may ſay there wasnot a Nation that caſted of mercy as your fa- 
thers did, eat and drink of ſalvation from many Enemies, and 
deliverance from numberlefs affliftions; yer how was it from 
age unto ages?often in their ſtreights they murmured,and when 
they were at eaſe they waxed fat through mercies, and kicked a- 

ainſt God, until $h:/6þ came, the promiſe unto the Remnants 
of your Seed; but he eoming not according to your Fathers ex. 
peRation, even as the wonders of God in all ages were wrought 
contrary tothe expeQations or imaginations of the hearts of 
men,and therefore they took counſel rogether,and put him to 
death: And thusthe promiſe came unto many ,_ for with- 
out blood there could be no remiſſion of tins; although by the 
wilfulneſs of your Fathers in this matter ye have from that time 
been as acurle over the whole earth. 6. 
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Nevertheleſſe for yowthere is a hope left, goufor you.a promiſe. 
"remains, 4f yet ye return and enquire, and ſeek diligently as in 
the morning, and be found early,and earneftly ſtriving as 1n the 
cichely feaſon, before the advantage of the! day paſs over your 
heads, andye be left as in the place of blindneſs, whereall your | 
hope endexpecacion ſhall wither, and be made fruitleſs as 4 


thing of nought. 
And therefore ſay, Not as you will have times and ſeaſons, 
and Dayes and Worthips, and Deliverances come to pal(s,ſhall ic 
come topafs unto you, or be brought to:paſs concerning youz. 
bur as the Word of the Lord God is and hath been the ſame 
from Ages which reacheth alſo unto this Age, from the Dread. 
of which the ſons of men ſhall nor eſcape, nor finda hiding-. 
placetoreſt themſelves, who walks in the wayes of uncleanneſs 
and doth traverſe the paths of iniquicy and unrighteouſneſe. 
And therefore wait for the word of the Lord God unto you, 
that you may come to know your motion in righteouſneſs, that 
you may feel the vengeanceremoved which hath been long over 
your heads, that thereby you may cometoknow the redemption 
m your dayes,and the reſtauration of God in the ſeaſon of his 
appoiared cime; until which, in vain is all your Synagogue and. 
Temple-worſhips,and Alcar-Otterings. And therefore all peo- 
ple uponthe face of the Earth, Jew and Gentile, Barbarian, Sci- 
ehian, Bond and Free muſt all come to know thac principle and 
meaſure of the gifc of God, which 1s in| bondage in them, to- 
be made free by the powerfull operation of che work of the Lord 
through chem, which chouſands,and ten thouſands for want of 
the good underftandingare ſtrangers unto , and therefore are 
found a&ors daily in enmity-tothe morions of it ;and that is a 
dangerous ſtate, in whem the God of this world (whom the Hea- 
then worſhips)bath blinded the eye [of their minds, mark, hath 
"blinded the eye of their minds, whereby the whole world are but 
in the Hiftory , out ofthe underſtanding of the Myftery and 
Power of godlinefſe, and life of the Prophets, and holy men of 
'God of old.

parts of a mans mind, and ſecret meditations of his ſpirit; and, 
ifin this ſtate a man periſherh, where 1s the refuge which he 

ſhall flie unco in the laft hour ?and in what Rtandeth the hope of 
life everlaſting 2 all ſober hearts in this may read the danger of 

ignoranceand peril of blindneſs in the Juſt of ſfinne and unrigh- 

ceouſneſfe, out of the crue underſtanding of the true worſhip 

and ſervice of God. 

And foraſmuch as wiſdom removeth the vails of darknefle, 
and openeth the path of iniquity,and leadeth to the Fountain of 
righteouſneſle, and bringeth co the Well-ſpring oftruth,l here- 
by hold forch the ground thereof, and from whence it ſprings, 
and how it comesto. bereceived and ſtood in,to the honour of 
che living God,and beautifying the Face of the juſt, and re- 
nown of che upright. 


The dreadfull God of Heaven and Earth, who is a ſpirit infi- 


nite, whois light, is the Vertue,Fountain and Treaſure of wiſ- 
. dome,-peace, and life everlaſting. ! Mark and read with under- 


ftanding, ] God who hath been a ſtranger unto the Inhabitants

"This lighc is pure, which (heweth a man every unclean ſpot of 
his life; and unto chis light in a mans conſcience muſt a man turn 
in his mind,to be guided by ic in his heart, which cometh from 
God who is light; and by it which cometh from God,who is the 
Founcain, a man. will be led to the firſt principle of the good 
naderſtanding, that is roſay,unto the fear of the Lord, which 
is che beginning of wiſdome, which Solomon the wiſe King ſpoke, 
which was not only his words bur alſo'it was his life, whereby 
he came togrow 1n the wonderfull Underſtanding and admired 
wiſdome, which Regions round about were amazed at. ' 
- And unto this day the Lard God is the ſame ro all chat fear his 
Name in cruth,and his loving kindnefle is noz ſhortned,nor his 
mercy and favour flackned, bur as man hath flackned his ſteps in 
diligence, waiting upon the Lordinthe fearand dread, we. awe 
of his Name. 

Therefore I ceaſe not tocry, Fear, fear, dread and tremble, 
tremble before the Lord God of Hoſts ye Sons and Daughters 
of Adam,beye thakenas in atempeſt, ye ſtrong Oaks and tall

"In my V:{ion I ſaw ſeven Trees plantedin ſeven places, and 
the ground of fix of them (where they grew ) was of one nature, 
and each Tree had his Fence about him; and I ſaw many Work- 
men labouiring to raiſe the defence higher; chey began to labour 
when ic wasa little light, & the night ſhorcly overrook them all 
that they could not work any longer 3 fo that they ſaw notgood 
of the works of their hands, and cherefore they fate down and 
{leptin ſorrow. 

And it came to pals that there aroſea Star, which while the 
Workmen ſlumbered, it ſhewed me, that the firſt Tree was full of 
Moſs, and withered without ſhooting a leaf, & ſo waxed rotten; 
and1 heard one ſay, that notwithſtanding it ſhould remain for a 
ſeaſon, untill a fire be kindled. 

The ſecond ſprouted out ſome certain leaves, and it grew into 
two bodies from one root, the one was mere green $ freſh in co- 
lour then the other; and it came topals that a wind blew, and 
they daſhed each other, but the green part ſtood longeſt, al- 
chough her leaves falled cherewith, and the body waxed dry ar 
the Root. | 

The third proſpered for a little ſeaſon, bur much heat parched 
the branches thereof,and that allo decayed. 

The fourth had a time of proſperity, but the Winter-ſeaſon 
blowed cold winds over her boughs, inſomuch that the rind ther- 
of pecledaway,lo that the body was lefc naked, and it with:red 
ftanding. | 

The fifth grew by a pleaſant Brook, & the Waters thereof refre- 
ſhed her Root, buc theground being not good to retain the moi- 
ſture alchough chat ſhe buded and-bloflomed,yer it came to paſs 
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chat a wind from the north, gencly-blewoverit , and many of. 
the bloſſoms were blaſted, and the reſt that remained, although 
they came to grow towards the goodneſs of Fruits, yet after 
wards there came a ruſhing wind from the riling of che Sun,and 
they all fell in an untimely ſeaſon. | 
The fixch grew mightily, more tall and lofty then all the other 
five, and was the moſtof all beaurificd with the largeſt leaves, 
and delightful coloured bloſsomes, which covered her large 
quick ſpouting boughs, but imediately her root became anurſe 
of rottennels. | 
AndI ſaw an Ax-blade in the hand ofa.certain Shepherd, and: 
lo he looked over all the fix, and ſaid, This 1s becauſe of their un-! 
fruitfulneſs, and yet a ſorer thing muji come topaſs 3 +and he turned 
unto theſeventh Tree, which was planted ina low valley, un- _ 
ploughed, and behold her body bowed, and ſhe ſtooped unto 
him that had the Ax blade in his right hand, & he took a mem- 
ber of that Tree, without hurt to'the body, and he made there» 
with a Helve for the Ax, and faſtened it'thereunto..
